Then, when it is pressed, 
the heat of tho Iron will melt the soap, 
converting it Into almost a stiff paste, 
which will absolutely stick the turn- 
ings down, reduce the bulk immensely 
nnd stiffen tho seams.

PREPARING BIRDS FOR SHOW 


They 
Mnt 
Bo Thoroughly 
Tamed 
nnd Kept as Clean n 
Possible. 
Before making an exhibit at any fair 
or Bhow the main point to consider 
is 
the proper conditioning and prepara- 
tion of the stock. 
Every one 
knows 
that fowls 
as usually found 
on 
the 
range are far from being In presenta- 
ble shape for appearance 
In the uhow 
arena. 
Consequently 
they 
must 
bo 
placed 
In suitable coops and runs for 
conditioning. 
This 
means thnt 
they 
must bo carefully handled, cleaned and 
put In proper weight. If a bird is wild, 
it must be tamed and made to pose 
and handle well In the hands of stran- 
gers, as the Judge must handle them, 
and a judge has no patience with a 
wild or frightened bird. 
A good bird 
untamed and out of condition 
is often 
left out of consideration by the judge 
when otherwise It might have won an 
honorable place. 
On the other hand, 
an inferior specimen 
well shown 
Is of- 
ten glvdnfi"flrst prize by reason of Its 
condition 
and proper preparation 
for 
tho Judge's inspection. 
Another matter of great Importance 
Is cleanliness. 
A bird to show to good 
advantage must bo clean. 
No matter 
how good a specimen may be, If shown 
with soiled and broken plumage It can 
never bo depended 
upon 
to command 
tho admiration of the Judge. 
Moat fowls will clean and condition 
themselves if placed In clean anil suit- 
able quarters. 
Put them In rooms or 
pens 
well supplied with clean 
straw 
or chaff and keep their quarters clean, 
and they 
will 
usually take 
care 
of 
themselves. 
A 
white 
bird 
should 
In most cases be washed before going 
Into the showroom. 
To do this proper- 
ly requires that the one doing the work 
must bo familiar with the operation. 
Take two 
common 
washtubs and fill 
each about half full of water. 
The first 
or scrubbing bath should 
be about as 
warm as required for washing clothes; 
the other should 
be milk 
warm and 
contain perfectly 
clean 
water 
made 
blue with ordinary 
bluing 
about the 
samo as rinse water for white clothes. 
When 
all is ready, use pure ca stile 
soap and scrub every fowl thoroughly, 
using care not to rub against the feath- 
ers" bo as to break them. 
After tho 
work of scrubbing is thoroughly 
ac- 
complished 
put the fowl into the rins- 
ing water, and be very particular to 
rinse all the soap from the feathers. 
The next and most difficult part of 
the work is drying. 
This may best be 
accomplished 
by 
carefully 
rubbing 
with 
a turklsh 
towel 
before 
a 
fire. 
When the bird is as dry as It is possi- 
ble to make It in this way, place It In 
a clean coop which has been previous- 
ly prepared with about six inches of 
clean 
straw, and the bird 
will 
soon 
appear as clean and bright as n new 
silver dollar. The next Important thing 
is to keep It In this condition 
until it 
reaches the showroom, 
which may be 
accomplished 
by 
keeping the 
bird's 
apartments 
scrupulously 
clean at all 
times during Its confinement 
pending 
Its trip to tho show.

In Poultry, 
Don't Be Too Eunllj- - Discouraged. 
People 
who are easily discouraged 
are roldoin successful, no matter what 
they undertake. 
Sometimes 
of courso 
wo meet with exceptions, 
or perhaps 
seeming 
exceptions, 
where 
appear 
ances seem to Indicate that the right 
man 
did the right thing at tho right 
time and success followed 
with 
ap- 
patently little effort. 
But a mighty big 
majority 
of successful people 
gained 
their point of vantage by hard knocks 
and continued effort. 
Success 
in breeding standard 
bred 
poultry comes in the same way. 
This 
Is 
evidenced 
by the 
wrecks strewn 
along tho way and by an analysis of 
tho records and efforts 
of those who 
aro pronounced successes. 
The breed 
ers who are prominent in the poultry 
world today did not gain their promt 
nence 
in a single season. 
Some 
of 
them started 
with 
a very ordinary 
grade of stock and spent several sea 
sons in getting their flocks to a high 
standard of excellence 
and then spent 
more 
time in getting a show 
record 
and in getting their names and their 


stock-befor- 
e 
the public through adver- 
tising. 
Others, 
who 
have used rare 
Judgment and started 
with the best, 
who 
have 
intelligently 
studied 
the 
principles of breeding and given much 
thought to the work, 
have reached a 
position near the top in a comparative 
ly short time. 
They have produced 
good birds, have won with them at the 
shows 
and through liberal but 
Judi- 
cious advertising have gained success 
both in reputation and financially. We 
want to impress upon amateur breed- 
ers the fact that they should not ex- 
pect to 
accomplish 
these things the 
first 
season, 
and 
Indeed 
for several 
seasons, 
unless due attention is given 
to the elements which influence 
theso 
results. 
No doubt there are thousands 
of our subscribers who are now begin- 
ning 
to see tho results of their first 
season's work, 
and we urgo them to 
not get discouraged if tho roundup of 
tho young stock 
does-no- f 
show a largo- - 
number of extra choice birds. It is a 
sure thing that you will not havo as 
many as you expect. 
The thing to do Is to get together tho 
best you have and lay a solid founda- 
tion for the future. 
Try to learn Just 
how you produced your best birds and 
store this knowledge away 
In your 
mind now while it is fresh for use next 
spring, when 
It again comes time to 
mate the breeding birds. 
Don't let dis- 
appointment get tho best of your 
en- 
thusiasm. 
Remember that 
patience 
and perseverance are required to 
ac- 
complish 
all things worth striving for 
and that It Is the "stayer" who wins.

Chicks and Storms. 
Sometimes 
I wonder that people suc- 
ceed 
In raising any chickens . at all, 
says a writer 
In a poultry paper. 
A 
neighbor had about 150 chicks from ono 
to five weeks old running .at large in 
tho yards and orchards, and tho pros- 
pect for raising the entire lot seemed 
bright as noonday. 
Sunday the family 
drove over to the farm of a relative, six 
miles distant, to spend the day. 
About 
noon a cloud swung over tho locality 
ami dropped its contents of hail and 
flood in the space of about twenty mln 
utes. 
On their return homo two hours 
later they found seventeen llvo chick- 
ens. 
All tho rest of tho 150 were lying 
about the orchard and yard stiff and 
cold. 
During the past fifteen years I have 
lost about fifty chicks 
by storms. 
My 
loss has been small because the hens 
are kept In their coops whenever there 
is the slightest indication of rain. 
Aft 
er the bens aro removed the chicks are 
kept in a quarter acre lot until they 
get sense enough 
to come in when it 
rains. 
My neighbors suffer' the greatest 
loss during the two or three weeks aft- 
er tho hens nre removed. 
Their chicks 
wander away from shelter, and a sud- 
den storm confuses, them. 
They hide 
among grass or weeds and drown, 
I 
have found that It pays to keep them 
In a small yard until they learn what 
to do when rain comes 
on, and even 
after that it Is always safest to keep 
them In when there are strong Indica- 
tions of a storm before night. 


Why Lne Hatched Chicks Die. 
One reason why so many complain of 
poor success with late hatched chick- 
ens is that they do not take care to 
keep down the pests of lice and mites 
about 
the 
coops 
and 
yards 
and to 
guard 
against 
filth 
accumulations. 
Others fall to provide 
fresh water as 
frequently as they should, 
nnd many 
neglect the matter of shade entirely in 
the hottest weather. 
All theso faults 
nre bad enough 
iii the early 
spring, 
but are tenfold worse when the tem- 
perature stands about the 00 degrees 
point. 
Not only 
do lice 
breed 
much 
more rapidly In hot weather, but they 
seem 
to breed anywhere, 
outside of 
the buildings as well as Inside. 
Then 
If much Is fed it should be mixed fresh 
at each feeding or there will bo somo 
sour to cause scours or diarrhea. 
All 
of these causes act to the disadvantage 
of the summer hatched chicken, but all 
of this can bo guarded against If one 
will but take trouble enough.
